I Ie likens his work to that of 
certain architects he has engaged to make over the Executive 
< )ffice Building at W ashington this summer without detract 
ing from the dignity ot the White I louse environment so dear 
to every American. 
W bile our President sails the Pacific, the u n n a m e d ardu 
tects will br' carrying on their experiment with the building 
that I heodore Roosevelt had Stanford W hite d e s i g n thirty 
years ago as part of a graceful and harmonious whole. With 
no one to stop them, who knows what the result will be? At 
the same time the professional talent of the Administration 
will scatter over the country, at 
Uncle Sam’s 
e x p e n s e , 
“exploring” new Utopias for each and all of us. 
Their 
studies 
will be presented to Congress next W inter as new 
experiments to use up new taxes. 
Like the Czar of all the Russias, our President is to be a 
little l ather to his people, whose paternal concern is to make 
youth a time of leisure instead of work, and old age an era of 
government subsidy. 
Only the heartless would disagree with the President’s 
frequent declaration that no one in this land should be forced 
to go without bread; but despite the depression and its awful 
consequences, there still are among us some who are old 
fashioned enough to believe that before that new responsi­ 
bility is fixed permanently on an overburdened national treas­ 
ury, opportunity to earn their daily bread should be a f f o r d e d 
those who prefer to live* on the manly basts of self-support. 
I hank the Lord, work, and plenty of it, is still the out­ 
standing characteristic of American hie, still the hope and 
purpose of American youth. No more debasing policy could 
be pursued at Washington than this attempt to corrupt it by 
the lure of living softly on the government; no road more cer­ 
tain to lead to national decay. 
(lur I resident could get some real information and de­ 
pendable guidance on (his phase of his policies by consulting 
the utterances of his famous Uncle Theodore. T. R. preached 
the “Strenuous Life” ; he instilled into youth love for a real 
battle to achieve for yourself instead of the sham battle it must 
be if government dependence is your goal. Uncle Theodore 
stood for sturdiness. The “ more abundant” life he typified 
and preached differed as widely as the poles from the weak, 
unambitious and un-virile “ more abundant” life upon which 
his nephew, with his professor aids, is planning to waste more 
billions of taxpayers’ money; perhaps to “crack dow n” more 
disastrously than ever on American industry. 
Enc Ie I heodore, too, sought brains in government, but 
— oh well, just run over in your mind tile men he gathered 
about him and then contrast.
